An Economic Ice Box. 

This consists of two boxes, the larger 
about three feet square, the smaller of suf” 
ficient sise to allow a space of 23 or 3 inches 
between the two at the bottom as well as 


the four sides. This space should be filled 
with sawdust or fine charcoal, The inside 
box is lined with zinc, Through the centre 
of this a smal! hole is cat which will admit 
® half-inch lead pipe. This is of sufficient 


length to pass through the bottom of both 
boxes to carry off what water may come 
from the ice. These boxes can be varied 
according to the size of the cake of ice which 
18 placed on the bottom of the inside box, 
— no other support. Shelves can be 
easily supplied hanging stripe of tin 
over the rps of wale box which Pil hoid 
cleats upon which shelves can be placed. 
These boxes can many times be obtained at 
dry-goods stores, The entire cost is about 
one dollar. 


Helps in the Household. 

A box of washing soda inthe kitchen 
and another in the bath room closet are 
greataidsin cleanly housekeeping. The 
washing of greasy pote and pans,or of those 
to which something has burned or fastened 
iteelf so firmly that scraping is a disagree- 
able necessity,are easily cleansed if a small 
lump of the soda is put in the pan and cov 
ered with cold water. Set the utensil 
over the fire until after dinner 
and you will find that all the grease or 
crust is loosened and no time has been 
wasted. Granite ware and tin last much 


longer when cleansed in this way, which is 
preferable to the pot cleaner than is a net- 
work of iron or steel rings. The soda is 
also excellent to cleanse and whiten unvar- 
nished and unpainted floors, tables and 
other surfaces, and quite indispensable iu 
flushing the waste pipes in the bath room 
aud kitchen sinks once or twice a week. 
In this case the soda should be dissolved in 
boiling water and used at once. In washing 
chine. a good soap without much soda in it 
is betterthan the soda, unless one uses 
plain white dishes, as both soda and chea 
soap in time eat away the coloring an 
gilding on decorated ware. 

Charcoal is another simple and inexpen- 
sive purifying agent that is most useful in 
keeping a house free from smells of various 
kinds. A few good-sized pieces in a refrig- 
erator occasionally purifies and preserves 
it. If you have that ebomination, an 
inclosed dark place under the eink for pots 
etc., put some charcoal there, as well as in 
the cupboard where you keep cocked food. 


Household Hints. 

To Remove Vinegar Stains.—Some time 
ago I spilled vinegar on a light-coloted 
bengaline ; thought sure it was spotied for 
good, but I carefully sponged the streak 
with boraxine and warm water, using the 
boraxine until the streak disappeared, 
leaving no traces, writes ‘“‘Phyllys.” I 
have removed orange stains from delicate 
goods with boraxine, applying cautiously 
and allowing spote to dry in orderto see 
whether they had disappeared. If not, I 
continued to make the applications until 
they were gone. I think this will remove 
any dark stain from goods—at least such is 
my experience--because it simply bleaches 
it, out. Boraxine is a washing powder that 
comes. in packages. Possibly any washing 
powder would doas well. 


To Brighten Dingy Teakettles.—Rub 
with a woolen cloth saturated with kero- 
sene ; it will brighten them. Kerosene 
will algo soften boot jeather that has been 
hardened by water-soaking. It is also 
excelient to remove rust on iron or steel. 
If your knife should turn up after a spell of 
being lost, soak it in kerosene to cut the 
rust in hinges and on blades. It will aleo 
remove rust from stovepipes. 


To Decorate Your Table. 


If you have a beautiful bloseoming plant 
thet you wish to place on your dinner-table 
or in any conspicuous place, and have no 
pretty jardiviere in whichgto flace it, do 
you want to know what you may do? 


Wrap the crock in which the plant is 
growing in craped tissue-paper, and tie it 
with a satin ribbon. Bring theedge of the 
paper above that of the crock, and pass it 
over the fingers to stretch it, eo thac it will 
form a frill. Moss-green and white papers 
are the prettiest to use, and the choice of 
the ribbon must depend upon the oolor of 
the flowers and the surroundings. Tie the 
ribbon about the centre of the crock, Smak- 
ing a jaunty bow. You have no idea how 
pretty your plant will look in the improv- 
ised case. 


Useful Recipes. 

Ginger Cake.—One pint good molasses, 
4 pint of buttermilk, 2 eggs, butter size ef 
walnut, teaspoon ginger, heaping teaspoon 
soda, flour enough to make too thick to run, 
bake in a long pan. 

Bread Cake.— Bow] of light breadeponge, 
3 cups sugar, 1 cup butter, 3 eggs, | tea- 
spoon soda, 1 cup raisins, spices to suit ; 
beat well, add flour to make a stiff batter, 
put in cake pen with a stem and let rise 
till light. Bake in steady oven one hour, 

Doughnute.—One pint of sour milk, 2 
well-beaten eggs, teaspoon of soda, § tea- 


dsoon salt, a little grated nutmeg, flour to 
make seit” enough to handle. Cut in strips 


andringsand twist together ; fry in hot lard. 

Rusk.—Boil 1 pint of milk and pour it 
over ateacup of flour. Add 100s white 
sugar, 4 os butter and two 2 of lard. Add 


1 teacup, of yeast, when the milk is not 
scalding ; make a soft dough at night. In 
the morning knead it over and when light 
roll the dough upon a pie board and cut in 
small cakes, let rise very lignt before bak- 
ing. Bake 20 minutes. Any of theese art- 
‘cles with a little mest, a pickle, apple or 
orange is substantial and nutritious. ~ 


A WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 


Hew the Late Czar ef Russia Narrewly 
Escaped Assassination. 

Alexander III. 6f Russia, though inces- 
santly haunted by the fear of assassination, 
died a natural and not a violent death. He 
had good cause to feel anxious. On several 
occasions his life was savai by what 
seemed the direc? intervention of a super- 
natural power. Once hislife was preserved 
by the “‘second thought,” itseif an inspir 
ation, of an officer of the tsar’s body 
guard. Avwriterin Kate Field’s Wash- 
ington Star tells the story. Shortly after 
General Gourko had been called from 
Odessa to act as military governor of St. 
Petersburg, @ policeman, posted at the top 
of the Nevsky Proagect, caught sigitt 
early one morning of an equipage coming 
up the thoroughfare at a trot. It bore 
armorial devices familiar to everybody. 

It was driven by a coachman recognized 
as the servant of Prefect Gourko, who pre- 
sisted in being wigged in defiance of his 
master’s orders, to the great merriment of 
the other St. Petersburg Jehus; aad on 
each side rode the regular escort of six 
mounted Cossacks, each holding his lance 
in reat and wearing his bali of forage slung 
over his shoulder, more as if he were cam- 
paigning on the Don than engaged in police 
service in the streets of ibe capital. 

General Govrko and his escort—for the 
guardian of the peace had easily recognized 
and hastily saluted his chief, the new 
Prefect of Police—made their way to the 
massive Winter Palace, and the general 
alighted and rang. To the doorkeeper— 
an officer of the body-guard—he briefly 
stated the ooject of his visit ; he desired an 
immediate conference with the tsar. The 
hour wasearly, but his business brooked 
no delay, for it concerned the safety of 
Alexander himeelf. 

The janitor was at firet inexorable, 
expostulating that his imperial master had 
been in bed only an hour; but at last he 
yielded. Up the broad staircase they went 
together, pausing in their ascent only when 
they had reached alanding giving access 
toone of the capacicus saloons. At this 
point General Gourko was instructed to 
wait. At this point, too, the peace 
guardian eeems to have repented o: his 
decision. 

Closely scrutinizing the Prefect of Police, 
and proceeding in the direction of the 
emperor's sleeping apartments, he did not 
arouse the tear at all. What he did was 
to descend to the guard-room and despatch 
@ messenger. During his absence the tear 
calmly slept on. 

A quarter of an hour later the messenger 
returned. He had been sent to General 
Gourko’s residence, and he brought back 
the information that the Prefect of Police 
was at that moment in bed, The early 
visitor, therefore, was an impostor. : 

He was something more;for from his 
pockets, after he had been seized and pin- 
ionea, was drawn forth asix-barrelled re- 
volver aud a two-edged hunting-knife. The 
tear’s life had been saved, yet it had hung 
for a few minutes in the balance. 

The made-up Gourko—the Prefect of 
Police imitated down to the minutest 
details of hair, complexion and wig—might 
have deceived even the tsar himself. Not 
a whit less perfect was the art which had 
reproduced the Gourko coach and escort. 

Only the sham prefect was secured, how- 
ever, his confederates escaped. Simultan- 
eously with the arrest, guards had rushed 
from the palace to eeize them, but their 
equipage had gone. Nosigo of them was 
ever found. 

As for the chief actor in the plot, his 
personality has never been disclosed. He 
is the one mystery which the Nihilists 
themselves have never beenableto penetrate. 
His secret remains with him, and he keeps 
il to the present moment, for he is still—or 
was at last accounts—a prisoner in the 
island fortress of Peter and Paul.

A retired army officer is collecting all the 
data possible of the war between Jupan and 
China, for the purpose of compsring the 
cost of the struggle in men and money with 
other modern ware. He hase already prc- | 
pared some interesting figures and cumpar- 
isons, but is not disposed to accept as 
accurate the reports of the Chinese side of 
the struggle. 

Accepting the obtainable figures of expen- 
ees and losses on both sides as approximately 
correct, he has arrived at the conclusion 
that in modern warfare there is a steady 
decrease in the number of men killed in 
proportion to those engaged and a very 
Jarge increase in the money cost to the 
nations involved. Assuming that Japan 
will exact a large indemnity from China as 
the price of peace, the total cost of the war 
to the two nations involved will be larger 
in proportion to the number of men actually 
engaged in hostilities than that of any other 
war of ancient or modern times, while, if 
the cabled reports of the loss of lifeere 
any where near correct, the number killed in 
proportion to those who went into battles 
will be much smaller. 

The struggle between Japan and China 
is the tenth important war in thirty years, 
and when peace has been concluded it is 
probable that all the European Powers 
will study the cost and result very care- 
fully as a basis for calculation in the fu- 
ture. According to the most reliable figures 
obtainable, the wars of the past thirty- 
five years, not counting the present strug- 
gle inthe far East, cost 2,250,000 lives 
and the enormous sam of $14,000,000,000 
in money. This eatimate of the cost does 
not take into account the damage to com- 
merce and other private losses, but only 
the sums paid out by the various nations 
involved in maintaining armies and navies 
and paying indempnities. 

The Tealian war of 1859 is not at this late 
date ranked as very much of a struggle, 
yet it cost $300,000,000. The Crimean war 
was the bloodiest struggle of moderntimes 
and also a very expensive one. Very few 
battles were fought, but the total loss of 
life, counting all those who died of wounds 
or sickness, as well as those killed in 
battle, were 750,000, or only 50,000 less 
than the loss of life on both sides during 
the civil war in the United States. The 
cost in money of the struggle was $2,000,- 
000,600. 

The Franco-Prussian war cost France tne 
enormous sum of €$3,50),000,000. The 
French armies lost in killed and deaths 
from other causes 155,000 men, while their 
sick and wounded numbered 477,421. 
During the same struggle the Germans, 
according to their own records, lost 60,000 
men on the field and in the hospitals, while 
the money expended exceeded by $600,000,- 
0U0 the indemnity of $1,000,00°,000 paid 
by France. ie 

Daring the Russo-Turkish war 250,000 
men were killed 1n battle or died of wounds 
or sickness. Judged by modern standards, 
however, it was a cheap war. It cost cnly 
$125,000,000. The war between Prussia 
and Austria in 1886 cost $330,0C0,000 and 
45,000 lives. 

The Servo-Bulgarian war cost $176,000,- 
000; the Afghan war $18,250,000, and the 
South African wars $8,770,000. There are 
no accarate records of the total number of 
lives lost in these struggles, but the number 
killed was less in proportion than in most 
of the other modern wars. : 

It cost the United States $5,100,000,000 
to put down the rebellion, and the South. 
ern States spent $2,300,000,000 in the 
hopeless struggie for aseparate Government. 
The lives lost on both sides foot up the 
enormous total of 800,000, counting or 
estimating-the deaths from all causes, 

These figures of the cost of wars show 
only the money expended the various 
nations while war was actually in progrese 
and the indemnities paid afterward. They 
do not include the cost of maintaining 
standing armies, building navies or any 
other expense incurred in time of peace in 
preparing for war. if the cost of standing 
armies and navies, fortifications and ail the 
other expenses of preparation were included 
the aggregate of the cost of the wars of the 
past thirty-hve years would probably be 
doubled. 

It will be readily understood that the

HOW TO BUY A BICYCLE 


Seme Timely Advice fer Intending Buyers 
During the Coming Season. 

The following ‘‘pointers” on how to buy 
a wheel, given by a writer in a Chicago 
paper, is apropos at the present time :— 

The man who buys a new bicycle for use 
this season will have an extra heavy machine 
if he purchases one weighing twenty-eight 
pounds, while thirty-pound wheels will be 
found listed in very few 1895 catalogues, 


Twenty-five is the average weight for a/ . 


road wheel strictly up to date. The scorch- 
ing eiement and club men qiil use machines 
varying from twenty to twenty-two pounds 
whiie some will go even still lower and use 
mounts that tip tne ecale at eighteen and a 
half to nineteen and a half —, Racing 
machines will vary from fifteen to seven- 
teen pounds. When one looks at these 
figures and thinks of the enormous strain a 
bicycle is put to it at first seems incredible 
that euch extremely light machines will 
stand up. But they do stand up,neverthe- 
less, and besides every yearly reduction in 
weight has been looked upon with more or 
less suspicion by conservative riders. Each 
year these same riders buy new machines, 
however, and find that their fears are 
entirely without foundation. Six years ago 
the ordinary or high wheel had apparently 
about reached perfection, and the average 
make scaled twenty-eight to thirty pounds 
for road use, The first safeties were rarely 
furnished under fifty pounds, and while 
the change wae great the other advantages 
of the dwarf machire overcame this objec- 
tion. The wheel of 1595 resembles that of 
the earlier days only in general appearance. 
Every ounce of superfluous weight has been 
cutdown year after year and yet the 
twenty-two pound machine now sold is 
stronger and safer than the fifty-pound 
article originally offered the votaries of the 
sport,eo great has been the improvement 
in the mechanical construction and design. 
The frame is now univereally made in a 
diamond shape, which not only permits of 
great reduction in weight but gives the 
enormous strength necessary ; lighter” yet 
stronger tubing is used, and improved 
mechanical methods permit doing away 
with numerous small parts once considered 
essential. One fair example is the saddle. 
This necessary article once weighed any- 
where from five to eight pounds. It now 
averages fifteen to twenty ounces, Pneu- 
matic tires and wood rims take away all 
the jar, and the mass of springs which 
formerly compcsed so important a part ot 
the saddle can readily be dispensed with. 
The pneumatic tire has of course been the 
greatest factor in this evolution, for ite use 
reduced vibration to a minitnum and con- 
uently made light wheels possible. 
‘or all this it would be rash to say that 
we have reached finality in improved con- 
struction, The high wheel was thought to 
have reached that stage, Lut where is it 
to-day? The cushion tire was considered a 
great improvement, but it now seems only 
@ question of a few years when pneumatics 
will be fitted to all vehicles. When Peter 
Berlo used wood rims on a racing wheel he 
built himself four years ago he was looked 
upon as foolhardy, but they are now used 
jeverywhere, What the next thing will be 
(it is difficult to guess. Improvement is 
the order of the day and five years hence 
the lines on which the 1895 models are 
built may be so entirely changed that the 
present machine may be almost totally un- 
recognizab the new pattern. 

At the price of $100 tor the very best 
wheel obtainable and with second-hand 
machines to be had at almost any price, 
ariybody can own a wheel, and at this sea- 
son a word of advice to intending pur- 
chasers is not out of place, First of all 
buy of none but a reputable dealer if you 
are inexperienced and especialiy if you 
intend starting with a second-iand ma- 
chine, as so large a proportion of riders do. 
The established dealer who intends jc 
remain in business and transact his affairs 
with a view to retaining his customers isa 
good mantotieto. He will stand back of 
his goods whether new or second-hand, 
and if anything goes wrong he will make it 
good either free of coet or at a tower price 
than it would otherwise be repaired for. 
There are as many tricks in the bicycle 
basiness as inany other. It wili be found 
profitable to purchase a strictly high-grade 
machine. It will last longer, run easier, 
cause less trouble than a cheap wheel, and 
when the owner is through with it will 
sell for a higber price. Steer clear of 
auction goods and cut-price machines un- 
leas you have the guarantee of eome reliable 

rty that auch otlere are strictly bona fide, 

Sxcept in rare cases of actual failure firet 
class machines do not find their way to 
auction rooms new, nor are they sold at 
cut prices. The manufacturer generally: 
takes the goods away irom the agent rather 
than to aliow this to be done. 

Bicycies are made for auction purposes 
and cut-price seles the same as other goods 
are, and in appearance look to be the equa! 
of any to be found elsewhere, but black 
enamel ie cheap and it will cover up defec- 
tive tubing and gas pipe as beautifully as 
it will the finest cold-drawn ateel. The 
beginner will find it unwise to purchase an 
extremely light machine or one with a very 
high gear. The latter can be changed 
readily exough afterward, and sixty-three 
19 sufficiently high. Twenty-five pounds is 
light encugh uniess a man intends to spend 
his time in speed riding, cr unlese he con- 
siders that his rank asa wheelman is graded 
by the weight of his mount.

Raising Dairy Calves. 
To be successful the farmers must have 


good sows, and to have good cows they 
must begin with good calves, writes a cor 
espondent. We eelect the calves produced 
the most profitable cows. Our herd, 
consisting of 46 thoroughbred cows, is head- 
ed by a full-blood ball. When a calf ig 
born that we wish to raise, we allow it to 
ran with the mother one day ouly unless 
the cow’s udder is in bad condition. In 
that case we believe it is best for 
the calf to suck. After the first day 
teach it to drink, giving the milk from the 
mother. Give about 8 Ibs. sight and morn- 
ing fora month. The past season after the 
first month we began giving 10 Iba, of skim 
milk in the morning and about the same 
amount of sweet milk at night. At this 
age also begin to feed a little fine hay. 
+ At about two months of age they are put 
into winter quarters, where they are fed 
skimmilk entirely with a good supply of 
hay. and grain. Begin with 8 or 10 lbs at 
afeeding, and graduaily increase the amount 
until it reaches 15 iba. Feed regularly and 
heat the milk to 90 ° before giving it to 
them. Always treat them kindiy. The 
exact amount and kind of grain feed wiil 
be governed by circumstances largely and 
by the capacity of the individual animal. 
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QUARRYING BY FIRE.

Am Ancient Methed New Usea Saccess 
fully tu Jadta. 


At Bangalore, in Southern India, the 


|quarrying of granite slabe by means of 
wood fire has been brought to such perias. 
tion that an account of the method is give, 
as follows: The rock forms solid masse 
uninterrupted by cracks for several hun. 
dreds of feet, and when quarried over az 
area is treated as follows: A narrow line 
of wood fire, perhape 7 feet long, is gradu. 
ally elongated, and at the same time moved 
forward over the tolerably even suriace of 
solid rock. The line of fire is produce by 
dry logs of light wood, which have be. 
left burning in their position until strokas 
with a hammer indicate that the rock in 
front of the fire has become detached 
the main mass underneath, 

The burning wood is then pushed forward 
a few inches, and left until the hammer 
again indicates that the slit hae extended 
Thus the fire is moved on, and at the sine 
time the length of the line of fire is 
creased and made to be convex on the «: 
of the fresh rock, the maximum length 
the arc amounting to about 25 feet 
only on this advancing line of fire that avy 
heating takes place, the portion which has 
been traversed being leit to itself. This 
latter portion is covered with the ashes |e; 
by the wood, and with thin splinters which 
have been burst off. These splinters are 
only about one eighth of an inch in thick- 
ness, and a few inches across. They are 
quite independent of the general spitting 
of the rock, which is all the time going ou- 
at a depth of about five iucies trom the 
surface. The burning laste eight hours; 
and the line of fire advances at the average 
rate of nearly six feet an hour. The ares. 
actually passed over by the line of tire is 
460 equare feet, but as the crack éxieuds 
about three feet on either side beyond the 
fire, the area of the entire siab wiich ies 
set free measures about 740 feet. Ail this

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IMPROVED STALL FOR CALVES. 


Our calves are given ground oats with 
sprinkling.of old process oilmeal; probably 
no two receive the same amount. In feed- 
ing grain be careful to not overfeed at first. 
Begin with a light ration and gradually in- 
crease it. Some farmers in my vicinity 
give calves constant access to grain feed 
after they have become accustomed to it. 

We stable our calves in a werm barn, 
each one having a separate stall, two of 
which are shown in the accompanying 
illustration. Hach atallis 2% ft high, 2 ft 
wide and 4 ft long from manger to drop. 
In front.of the calf isa manger for hay 2 ft 
high, 14 ft long, and just as wide as the 
stall. In one corner, aa, isa little box in 
which to place grain feed. At the back 
end of each stall partition is a 2x2-in timber 
running from the ground to the ceiling, for 
support. At the front every 4or 5 ftisa 
2x4 answering the same purpose, A stra 
on which is placed an iron ring, is fasten 
around each cali’s neck. A rope with a 
enap at one end is tied to the manger and 
by it the calf is secured. In spring when 
the grass is well started the calves are 
turned out to pasture and not again taken 
up until they are yearlings,

Oiling the Harness. 

Before the busy season commences on the 
farm is a good time to oil the harness, and 
if any seame are beginning to rip to repair 
them, either with s few stitches or as we 
commonly do with copper rivets. First, 
throughly wash tbe harness so as to have 
it free from eweat and dirt.

Tobacco Poison. 


In referring to the poisonous principle 
ip tobacco, a writer in the British Medical 


Journal makes a statement that contra- 
dicts a view commonly held by smokers, 
namely, that nicotin ie the most harmful 
roperty of tobacco and that oe pipe is less 
harmful than a cigar or cigarette, He 
says :—‘‘ Nicotin is not, as used to be sup- 
posed, the most dangerous principle of 
tobacco, but pyridin and collodin. Nicotin 
is the product of the cigar and cigarette ; 
pyridin, which ie three or four times more 
oisonous, comes out of the ripe. It would 
well both for the devotees of tobacco 
and their neighbors if they took care al- 
ways to have the smoke filtered through 
cotton wool or other absorbent material 
before it is allowed io pass the ‘ barrier of 
the teeth.’ Smosers might also take a 
lesson from the unspeakable Turk, who 
never smokes a cigarette to the end, but 
usually throws it away when Iittie more 
than haif is finished. If these precautions 
were more generally observed, we should 
hear mach less of the evil effects of smok- 
ing on the nerves and heart, and on the 
tongue iteelf.” Good advice ie not often 
cheerfally followed, and it is highiy prob- 
abie that thie advice will not be foliowed

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fruitis larger, more perfect, and lese liable to 
rot. In this locality a tree begins to fruit 
at the age of five or six years from planting. 
The next 10 or 12 years the orchard is in its 
prime, and if during this time we can get 
one-tbird more trees and have one-third 
more frait to market we are just that much 
better off. The accompanying plan shows | 
my method of setting an orchard which will 
increase the number of trees one-third and 
still give ample room for hauling and 
gathering until the orchad is 17 or 18 years 
old. If they then interlap, remove every 
otter one and you will still have as many as 
by planting 45 apart in squares,and besides 
you will have had 12 years’ use of the trees 
removed. I bave given much observation 
to and had some experience in this matter, 
so it I were to plant 50 orchards I would 
follow the echéme above outlined. My 
advice to every young man ie, plant in this 
manner, cultivate well for five or six years, 
branch the trees low, give them an annual 
topdressing and the orchard will pay,other 
things being equal. 


Provide For the Drouth. 

Every year we have had dry weather 
during July, August and September, when 
the pastures become brown and seared and 
cows go travelling about if search of scme- 
thing to eat, and they suffer from the ho 
weather, flies and short pastures. This re- 
sults in » serious falling off in the milk 
supply, and when a cow has beer allowed 
to partly dry up she can not again be 
brought back to the full flow ; she may 
freshen up again when good feed comes in 
abundance and do very well for a time, but 
she will not fully recover,and the dairyman 


can not recover the profit he has ‘allowed 
to slip through his fingers by forging his 
cows to wander over dry fields in §ggrchof 
enough feed to sustain life. It takés:pigge, 
feed during hot weather and fly time fae 
up the flow of milk than is required at any 
other time in the year, unless when ‘cows 
are allowed to sutfer from cold, extreme 
heat and cold, ae well as hunger. Flies are 
@ eevere tax on cow energy, and whenever 
this energy that is supplied at the expense 
of feed is allowed to go to waste,the protite 
are materially lessened. 

It would be poor economy to allow a 
threshing machine to run for a few hours 
at only half its capacity, because the engine- 
eer only supplied forty pounds of steam 
where eighty was necessary. It would 
mean a loss of time, and be expensive to 
the farmer who had to pay and boarda 
crowd of men; besides there would be un- 
necessary wear of machinery and the work 
would not be so well done. We should 
look at the cow as a machine that converts 
feed into milk and not run her at half her 
capacity, but keep her full of good feed, 
summer and winter, andall ofthe time 
she is inmilk. Every dairy man should 
provide some special crops tocarry the! 
cows and other stock over the time of short | 
pastures, and during such time it will pay 
to keep the cowein a darkened stabie | 
through the heat of the day and feed them 
there, then after they are milked at night | 
turn them out to pasture. 

Oats and peas make one of the best soil- 
ing crops we have ever tried. As soon as 
the ground can be worked in spring, make 
two inches at che top rather fine so that 
the peas when plowed under will lie in fine | 
soil and not among jumps. Sow oneand a | 
half bushels of Canadian field peas to the | 
acre, broadcast, and plow them under four 
inches deep; then sow one aod a half bush- 
ele of oate on the surface and harrow them | 
in. When in bloom begin to cut and feed 
green. When they become tooripe cut 
the balance, if there isany, thresh and | 
grind. Ost and pea meal ie very rich in 
protein and the very best kind of meal we 
ever ted a dairy cow. 

There should be a piece of clover some- 
where near the barn from which to feedearly 
ic June, if needed ; this will ba ready to 
feed early and will last until the first eow- 
ing of oats and peas are ready, and by the 
way, it is best to nave two sowings of oats 
and peas. Sow themabout two weeks, 
apart. By doing thisthe crop will last! 
until the sweet corn is ready. 

Bat little Jand and not much extra labor 
is required to have an abundance of good 
feed forthe cows when theyare in such 
need of it, It 1s always best of course to 
feed these soiling crops in the stables where 
each cow will get ner share and itcan be fed: 
with a minimum of waste, but if it mast be 
fed outside, feed in racks and not on the 
ground to be trampled on and wasted.

and sil tile, which had sometimes graced 
the attendant on a swell city function. The 
supplies for the feminine portion of the 
community include in almost every instance 
asample specimen of vhe crinolives that 
were tlie fashionable thing a year ago, and 
the settlers’ wives and daughters are happy 
in the possession of these, to them, stylish 
novelties, A town is thus changed out of 
all recognition after the receipt of a car 
load of goods, and the result is something 
to make the chance visitor smile. 

But there is a pitiful side to 1t as well. 
Farmers drive in ten and fifteen miles from 
their wind-ewept claimsand ask for aslight 
donation to keep their families alive. They 
have all winter lived on meal and milk and 
kept warm by means of the ‘‘surface coal” 
which is now becoming so scarce. Tosee a 
settler driving back with his lean team with 
150 pounds of coal, a few pounds of flour 
and a dozen bushels of seed wheat to try 
and keep the spark of life within him for 
another period is a pathetic sight, indeed, 
and makes one wonder why he does not 
get out of the country. His answer is that 
he does not know where to go. His farm 
and team are mortgaged. He has neither 
money nor clothes. He may as well starve 
in one place as another. The $100,000 ap- 
propriation.by the state will go but a little 
way in relieving necessities and if there is 
another.dry year more will be needed next 
winter. Most of the wheat is yet uneprout- 
ed and rain is badly needed.

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froning a Shirt. 

Good and suitable starch for shirt work 
and the like is prepared as follows: A 
sufficient quantity of starch should be re- 
duced to an even paste with cold water in 
a pertectly clean pan, adding two heaped 
tablespoonfuls of powdered borax to each 
pound of dry starch. Cold water should 
then be added until the starch is of the 
consistence of new milk, and perfectly free 
from lumps. Those inexperienced ia 
preparing starch will probably find it an 
advantage to strain the starch through 
mualin, but with some care this is not 
wanted. When doubts exist as to whether 
the starch is of right consiatence, it 1s wel! 


to starch and iron an old collar, ana it will 
then be readily seen if the requisite stiffness 
has been obtained. 

In starching shirts, the two halves of 
the front shouid be folded together, the 
outer seams being exactly level, and then 
gathered together in the left hand in such 
a way that the stiffened portions only may 
be dipped in the starch, while the plain por- 
tions can be left dry. Thoroughly saturate 
the parts to be stitfened with the starch, 
and when this‘is done wring out all super. 
fluous starch with the disengaged hand- 
Starch the cuffs or wristbands in the same 
way, and after sprinkling the unstarched 
parte with clean water, roll down tightly 
with the fronte and wristbands inside, and 
in about two hours the shirt will be ht to 
iron. 

The ironing board or kitchen table should 
be covered with about four layers of blank- 
ets, and over this should be stretched an 
ironiug sheet, the whole arrangement being 
tacked or otherwise firmly fastened down. 
Beyond tnese things a piece of flannel 
folded about four times, to a eize rather 
larger than an ordinary skirt front, a few 
pieces of clean linen, a clean linen cloth 
fora damper, and a fairly large pan or 
basin of clean water are required, but 
| these can scarcely be called special appli- 

ances. Everthing must be perfectly clean, 
asa matter of course, and particular at- 
tention “must be paid to the hands, as 
starched goods very readily pick up dirt, 
i whioh is difficult to remove without entire- 
ly rewashing the soiled articles. 

In ironing shirts, the modus operandi is 
as follows : The shirt—which, by the way, 
is inside out—is unrejled and the yoke 
ironed, it is then turned and the right side 
of the yoke and neckband ironed. The 
shirt is then folded lengthways from the 
gathers of the yoke to the tail, and the 
back is ironed ‘on either side. After this 
the wristbands are ironed, being polished 
if necessary ; the sleeves being then taken 
‘im hand and finished, putting in any pleats 

that may be necessary, and being careful to 
‘ press them into proper shape. When this 
| is done take the shirt by the shoulders and 
| turn it front uppermost on the board, with 
; the collar to the lett hand, and after put- 
ting in any necessary pleats in the back, 
ineert the folded front flannel and proceed 
with the front. 
Before commencing to iron the front 
should be pulled into shape, after which it 
should be ironed until thoroughly dry, 
| doing one side at a time, and being careful 
to avoid making creases. When both sides 
| are done pin the collar or neckband togeth- 
fer, andrun the iron down the centre and 
across the base of the front, afterward 
| ironing the remaining unstarched portions 
| of the garment,and putting in any necessary 
pleats. When this is done, carefully turn 
the shirt front downward on the board and 
fold neatly, pinning the shoulders together 
| to round the front somewhat. Then hang 
| before the fire to thoroughly dry and harden 
the work. 
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Good Morning. 


As soon as her little one can speak, the

IMPROVEMENT IN TRADE 


Indications Peiat te a Revival in Basi- 
ness— Wheat is Searce and Fleur Going 
Up. 

Wheat is the barometer of Ontario’s 
trade, and within the present low range 
there is now an upward tendency. The 
armers ere offering but little—scarcely 
enough to supply the millers of the Pro- 
vince. Ever since the opening of the year 
deliveries from the firet hands have been 
smali ; and the prices are now higher than 
they have been for many months. Flour 
‘s going up, and there is no doubt this 
j Sendeeey will continue, as it ie several 
years since the stocks have been so smali as 
at present. The influences which tend to 
stiffen the market give every evidence of 
continuance, It will ba but a few week 
at most till the country roads become 
almost impasaable ; and, aithough this may 
temporarily interfere with other lines of 
business, it will further strengthen the 
market for country produce. The snowfall 


has been unusually heavy, and in many 
sections farmers have found the drifts im- 
passable and have been driving over the 
adjacent fields, When the break-up comes 
it will be all the more prolonged, and for 
sone time the delivery of grain wiil be 
im possible, 

With this break-up in view and the de- 
mand for flour strong, it is fair to conclude 
that prices will range still higher than at 
present. The openivg of navigation will 
doubtless have a stimulating eliect, ae it 
will facilitate the movement toward points 
of shipment. The leather trade is also re- 
porting a marked improvement. For some 
time it has been demoralized, with pricesand 
profits extremely uncertain. But recent 
developments have caused a marked change 
toward stability and a general stiffening of 
prices. ‘ This cannot be attributed entirely 
to the efforte of the trade in the Province 
In the westérn States wu strong demand for 
hides has sprung up, and shipments are 
Low made frem Canadian points to Chicago, 
Thies has had a marked effect on the price 
of hides in local markets. At) the same 
time there has arisen in England a demand 
for Canadian leather. And this combina- 
tion of influences has been advantageous to 
the Canadian tanneries. Their business is 
now in a better condition than it has been 
for many years. While there are always 
two opposite pointe of view from which a 
rise in prices may be viewed, these natural 
advances in Canada s staple products invar- 
iably make for the prosperity of all pur 
business interests. i 


CONDITION OF FOREIGN CROPS. 
Cold Weather Mas Caused Much D amag 
te Winter Seedings. 


The report of the European agent of the 
United States department of agriculture tor 
February has been made public. It treats 
of the conditions respecting the crops pre- 
vailing in most of the European countries. 
In Great Britain the month has been one 
of continued frost and low temperatures. 
No field work has been done in any part of 
the country for five weeke, From Scotland 


the report is of violent snow storms, con- 
tinued frosts, impassable roade, railway 
bleckadee and euspended agricultural work. 
In France it ie believed that the sudden 
alterations of temperature in the early part 
of the month before there were heavy enow 
falls have injured wheat and rye. In Ger- 
many no anxiety is felt as to the condition 
of winter wheat or seeding. In Spain very 
cold weather has continued throughout the 
whole of February, but the great falls of 
snow have protected the crops. in Italy 
the winter has been of unprecedented se- 
verity, but much snow has fallen and re- 
meined on the ground eo that no evil effects 
are anticipated. In Austria winter seed- 
ings have been protected by the enow, but 
in Hungary the situation is not quite so 
satisfactory. in Roumania, after ao un- 
| usually mild January,the succeeding month 
| was ushered in with the severest storms 
Greece ia the 
only country of Europe that has escaped a 
February of remarkable severity. In 
Ruesia reporte made by officials state that 
the area under wheat and rye is diminish- 
ed this year by no less than 25 to J” per 
cent.

WHAT A BALL IN THE NOZZLE OF 
A FIRE HOSE WILL DO. 


Ne Lenger Necessity for Less ef Life 
Either from Safocation er Fire—An 
Instance ef its Efficiency—A Selid Wall 
of Water Between the Firemen and 
the Smoke and Flame. 

It was in August that Cinaries V. Pollock, 
while experimenting with an ordinary lawn 
sprinkler, discovered a secret of nature 
which promises far-reaching resulte in our 
domestic economy. Mr. Pollock found 
that a ball placed loosely in a bell-shaped

nozzle, without anything to hold it in 
Position, would resist all pressure of water 
and create a spray, and that no possible 
pressure would dislodge the ball. Follow- 
ing it up and searching out the practical 
uses to which hia discovery might be appli 
ed, Mr. Pollock has found that it will serve 
many purposes of human necessity, most 
important of which is that of adding to the 
present fire equipments a spray of such 
powerful effect that it is doubtless not 
claiming too much for it to say (that in 
every case where fire departments are 


prompt in reaching fires there will be no 


onger necessity for loss of life either from 
suffocation or fire. 

It was found that by using a large bell 
and bali and applying euch a nozzle to fire 
hose it would create a solid sheet of water 
and give out the name quantity of water as 
given out through a straight nozzle without 
creating any back pressure on the hose. 
Careful study was given to developing the 
ball nozzle for this prrpose, and after ex- 
periments extending over a period of 
several months the best form ot bell wae 
found and a new appliance was given to 
fire departments which ia certain to increase 
to a very large extent their efficiency. 

The ball nozzle was immediately adopted 
by the fire department in Des Moines, Iowa, 
the home of the inventor, and since its 
adoption the record of the fire department 
has been a marvellous one; nota single 
serious lose has occurred, and the chief of 
the fire department testifies that he has by 
the use of the ball nozzle saved many lives

BRITISH RULE IN AFRICA. 


Justice is Dispensed With Due Begard{ Pp 
the Nabies and Custonm of the People. 
Among the African countries te which 

England fell heir as the result of the Egypt 
tian evacuation of the Soudan, was the 
strip of coast opposite Aden, in Arabia, 
extending for some three hundred miles 
along the eastern bulge, or horn, of the 
continent. The necessity for ite occupation 
lay im the fact that it serves as a base of 
food supply for Aden, in British hands, the 
danger that this supply might be cut off by 
the appropriation of the territery by France 
or Italy, and the desirability of preventing 
the near approach of other gowers to this 
part of the Britieh road to India, A pro- 
tectorate of the coast was, therefore, formale 
ly prociaimed some ten years <5 ote 
charge of the resident at Aden, and agente 
sent to administer the ret with the 
support of some companies of Indian troope. 
An article in the London Times, from 
which we condense, givee some of the re- 
sults accomplished during the decade of 
occupation, and leaves little doubt that the 
change from Egyptian to B riish rule has 
been beneticial to the Somalis and satisfac 
tory to the English. Administration has 
been wisely adapted to the pote of a 
people hardly yet emerging from barbarism 
and justice has been dispensed both in civil 
and criminal cases with due consideration 
of their habive and customs and their 
initial stage of civilization. 

The result of these methods, and the 
further fact that the settlement of religi 
questions has been left to the local Moham- 
medan leaders, is that the people appeal 
freely to the British courte and to the 
British officials iv the settlement of tribal 
dieputes, and that throughout the entire 
country there isa fair degree of peace and 
contentment. Along the immediate coact 
law and order is sternly enforced, the pre- 
datory habits of the natives being heid in 
check by the aid of the Indian troops, a 
native police snd camel corps, while schools, 
hospitals and a doar and employment 
of various kinds has eerved to promote the 
well-being and prosperity of the people. 
With all this has followed a considerable 
development of trade,though in the limited 
wants of the natives it, may be doubted 
whether trade « ever likely tote large, 
unless minerals are discovered,or the coun- 
try becomes the outlet for the traffic of the 
interior. The district contains the beet 
port on the coast, that of Berbera,and it 
1s probable that with increasing traffic 
through it, the natives may realize the 
advantages of the larger market, and eo 
concentrate a trade there which now flows 
through many small porte by many caravag 
routes. Meantime the British hold on the 
country has been assured treaties unde 
which the principal tribes bind themeeiv 
not to cede their lands to any other foreig._ 
state,to suppress the slave traffic and affors 
protection to Britieh travellers, while 
boundary questions have been settled by 
conventions with both France and Italy. 
Altogether, the chances for the peaceful 
and orderly development vf the country 
seem excellent, the results of the ten years 
of British occupation going to prove anew 
the flexibility of British rule,and the readi- 


ness with which it is adapted to the needs 


of even the least civilized peoples,
